A fire in tho dry kiln of tho Kills 


Lumber company on Sunday morning 
resulted In tho dobtrucllon of the 
building and badly damaging about 
fiity thousand feet of lumber thai 
was in tho building at the time the 
flro broke out. 


The origin of the fire Is not known, 


it being seen Uml smoko wns issuing 
from the building by people living hi 
that vicinity and the two lire depart- 
ments responded Immediately. Later 
when It was discovered where thn ilio 
was tho steamer was lulso taken to 
the scene of operations and several 
streams of \vator woro directed onto 
tho flames until thoy woro gotten un- 
der control, but it was several houis 
before tlio flames weru entirely extin- 
guished, during which time Iho fire- 
men worked valiantly to save the 
surrounding properly. 


The dry kiln Is located about fifty 


fool from tho mill, but is connected 
by tramways, and had It been dry 11, 
usual this spring Ihoro is no QUOH- 
Ucm but what tho whole plant would 
have gone up in smoko.

A fire in the dry kiln of the Ellis 


Lumber company on Sunday morning 
resulted in the destruction of the 
building and badly damaging about 
flfty thousand feet of lumber that 
was in the building at the time the 
fire broke out. 


The origin of the fire is not known, 


it being seen that smoke was issuing 
from the building by people living in 
that vicinity and the two fire depart- 
ments responded immediately. Later 
when it was discovered where the lire 
was the steamer was ailso taken to 
the scene of operations and several 
streams of \vater were directed onto 
the flames until they were gotten un- 
der control, but it was several hours 
before the flames were entirely extin- 
guished, during which time the fire- 
men worked valiantly to save the 
surrounding property. 


The dry kiln is"located about flfty 


feet from the mill, but is connected 
by tramways, and had it been dry .IK 
usual this spring there is no ques- 
tion but what the whole plant would 
have gone up in smoke. It happened 
to be raining at the time, however, 
and this no doubt saved the sur- 
rounding buildings, 


The theory was advancted by some 


of the people in that locality that 
during the high wind that morning 
a part of the building had been un- 
roofed and that this had caused the 
electric wires to become crossed and 
that these /had sot tho building on 
fire. However, Mr, Ellis stated lat- 
er that lie did not consider that there 
was anything to this, as some of the 
people living; in that locality had 
stated that there had been a heavy 
bolt of lightning about fifteen min- 
utes before smoke was seen issuing 
from tho place, and that it was his 
opinion that the building had been 
fired by lightning. 


There was no heat In tho building 


on Sunday, as the place is heated by 
exhaust steam, and when tho mill: is 
not running It is cool there. This is 
excepted In winter during the cold 
weather, when live steam is turned 
into the heating pipes, 
Mr. Ellis 


stated on Monday that it wan impos- 
sible at that time to state what tho 
loss would be, but said there was no 
doubt that the entire building would 
have to be torn down, and that there 
was about $CO,000 worth of: mixed 
lumber in the kiln, and that it was 
his opinion that this would bo half 
lost. The loss Is entirely covered, by 
insurance,

curtain In front to secure privacy.

prepared canvas on the llnor. This 
roofing and deck canvas is waterproof., 
so strong that it may be walked on

Beutty is clothed 


r,-Ith federal, state, county nnd city au- 
thority but he draws pay from none of 
these. 
His sole Income is from fees 


allowed by t-lie attorney general for 
the arrest and conviction of bootleg- 
gers. Beatty is the only mini In Kan- 
sas who has made his life profession 
that of running down liquor sellers, 
and his success has been so marked 
that in the parlance of the bootleg' 
gers, "ull Is easy if you get It by Beat- 
ty." 


Bentty began his career as a "booze 


hound" when Kansas went hone dry In 
June. Prior to that time the law did 
not make it a crime to have liquor In 
Kansas. Now the possession of liquor 
Is prima facie evidence that the per- 
son who has it Is guilty, making pos- 
sible greater activity on the part of 
officers of the law. 


No Camouflage Fools Beatty. 


Beatty had his first introduction to 


the camouflage of bootleggers when he 
called to a negro carrying a large fish 
nnd asked where he might got a drink. 
The negro sold him a fish for ¥3 and 
later Beatty -found a half pint of 
whisky down Its throat. Then he be- 
gan to study the products manufac- 
tured in Kansas to learn which might 
become containers for whisky to be 
shipped'into Oklahoma. 


Now when Beatty goes through a 


train he shakes every suitcase. If he 
detects the sound of liquor the owner 
of the case is arrested. He captures 
from 6 to 12 bootleggers on the Okla- 
homa border this way every day. This, 
however, is the small part of his work. 


One day he spotted a shipment of 


horse collars, all of which wore large 
and all the same size. Next day he ar-

rested two farmers who had purchased 
them and found a half pint of liquor 
In each. 


Fooled Only Once. 


On another occasion he noticed a 


shipment of three barrels of olive oil 
to a town of 300 Inhabitants. T,ater he 
arrested two Swedes, one of whom ac- 
cused the other of labeling the barrels 
olive oil instead of linseed oil. 


In all his experience, Bentty has 


been fooled by only one bootlegger and 
thnt man had a wooden leg. 
While 


Beatty was walking him to tho police 
station, the accused man cut the con- 
tainer and the evidence leaked out. 
Beatty never attempts to "railroad" an 
accused man and has many friends 
among reformed bootleggers because 
of his kindliness in dealing with of- 
fenders.

Hens of the medium-sized breeds— 


Plymouth Rocks, AVyandottes, Rhode 
Island Reds and Orpingtons—are best 
suited to backyard conditions. Large 
hen.s kept in close confinement are like- 
ly to get too fat to lay well. Small, 
nervous hens are apt to develop such 
vices as egg eating and feather eating. 
The bad tendencies mentioned do not 
prohibit the keeping of large and small 
breeds in. small back yards, but makes 
jt necessary for the keeper to use ex- 
•:niordinary care to keep them In good 
condition and productive. White and 
light-colored varieties are not desira- 
ble far small back yards, because their 
plumage soils too easily. 


As a .rule it Is most satisfactory to 


buy hens of a local poultry keeper or 
denier In live poultry. Desirable small 
flocks are frequently offered by people 
who are obliged by change of work or 
of residence to sell their poultry. Deal-' 
ers In live poultry everywhere sort out 
from their general receipts the hens 
that show good breeding and quality to 
sell to buck yard poultry keepers. 
When satisfactory stock cannot be ob- 
tained locally, the advertising columns 
of newspapers should be consulted, and 
tho hens bought from 
the nearest 


breeder who can supply what Is want- 
ed at a reasonable price. 


For the back yard flock kopt to pro- 


duce eggs, It is not necessary to have 
hens of extra good standard quality. 
What breeders of standard poultry call 
choice utility hens are as good ns any 
for egg production and cost but little 
more than ordinary mongrels.

Way to Prevent Another Fuel 


Famine the Coming Winter 


Before .the winter's flres are cold, 


the United States fuel administration 


I is urging the storage of fuel for next 
winter. Every effort that can he made 
to prevent it repetition of the coal 
shortage of this year will be made. 
State 
administrators have already 


taken up next yenr's problem, and they 
will devote most of their time to It 


j;throughout the spring and summer. 


The state council of defense will join 


in the campaign. Through every offl- 
•cial source all coal users will be urged 
to begin buying and storing coal now 
for next year. Every private user in 
particular Is urged to put in his next 
winter's coal at the earliest possible 
date, and get outW the market. 


The purpose behind the efforts of 


both the fuel administration and the 
state councils is to keep the coal mines 
working throughout the summer. Only 
a' comparatively small amount of coal 
can be stored at the mines. The only 
places where it can be stored in quan- 
tities to prevent the possibility of an- 
other famine next winter is on the 
premises of the individual users and 
the dealers. 


Also transportation 
facilities 
are 


much bettor in summer than in'winter. 
More curs are available. There is no 
danger of bad-weather blockades. The 
traffic congestion of the winter months 
is not a summer problem. 


There is plenty of coal. Enough, 


and more than enough, can be mined, 
if the mines are kept working all the 
time. But it cannot be mined unless 


I it is taken away from the mines. And 
it cannot be taken away from the 
mines unless there arc purchasers. -

Next year's traffic problems will in 


1 all probability be as great as those of 


j this year.

Plan for Rehabilitation 


and Re-Education of Men 


Who Are Disabled in War 


Plans for the rehabilitation and re- 


education of soldiers and sailors dis- 
abled in the war. so rhat they may 
earn higher wages than before their 
enlistment, are 
outlined in two re- 


ports submitted to congress by the 
federal board of- vocational education. 
Both reports urge an appropriation 
for the training of teachers for the 
work 
and 
for 
establishing great, 


schools near hospitals in all parts of 
the country. 
They point out that 


while congress has made full plans 
for fighting the war. it has neglected 
to furni.sh money for the reclamation 
of the wounded men so that they may 
become not only self-supporting, but 
be an asset to the nation by turning 
back into civilian life a flood of well- 
trained and disciplined men who will 
be highly valuable in industry. 


Unless the work of training the 


men for new occupations or for better 
places in their old occupations is un- 
dertaken while the soldiers are in the 
hospitals or in the convalescent camps, 
C. A. Prosser, .the director of the 
survey, asserts, the men will lose their 
will power and 
discipline, become 


morbid and indolent, and finally' be- 
come perpetual wards of the govern- 
ment. 
It is expected tliat the exer- 


cises training the wounded for new 
occupations or for better places in 
their old occupations will develop the 
muscles that remain inactive through 
the hospital period. 
Director Prosser says that the train- 


ing is one of The cures in the treat- 
ment of the war's wounded, because 
it will buoy up their spirits and hopes. 
It will demonstrate to them that they 
are nor public burdens, and that "aftev- 
they have played the man's part ill 
the supreme moment of history they 
may take up a man's job again In 
civilian life at wages higher than they 
received 
before 
they 
entered 
the 


army." In some cases where men are 
bedridden for months he suggests that 
the training be undertaken at the bed- 
side. 
He calls all these workshops 


"curative workshops."

Drop by tea- 
spoonfuls on a buttered sheet. 


Sponge Corn Flour Cake. 


Beat four eggs, add a tablespoonful 


of lemon juice, a cupful of sugar, a 
cupful of corn flour, and an eighth of 
a loaspoonful of salt. Balie in gem 
pans. 


Potato Flour Sponge Cake. 


Beat the yolks of four eggs until 


thick, add a cupful of sugar gradually, 
boating constantly; add the 
whites 


beaten stiff and stir into the first mix- 
ture ; add a teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der to a half-cupful of potato flour, and 
to the eggs; flavor to taste. Bake 30 
minutes. 


Raisin Drops, 


Take a third of a cupful of shorten- 


ing, 
add a cupful of sugnr, two well- 


beaten eggs, a cupful of raisins, two 
cupfuls of corn flour sifted with two 
and a half te'aspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, a cupful of milk and a teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla. Mix and bake as usual. 


Strained honey boiled and used for

Advantages of Cooker.

flreless cooker offers several 


advantages. 
The first is economy of 


time, as the housekeeper may leave 
the food cookl 
without worrying 


about: the result while she Is engaged 
In other household duties or wl'dle. she 
Is away from home. 
Some foods are 


Improved by long cooking at relatively 
low temperature. 
Tho texture and 


flavor of. tougher cuts of meats, old, 
tough fowl and ham are Improved by 
slow cooking. 
Cereals and dried le- 


gumes and dried fruits are more pala- 
table and wholesome when cooked for 
a long time. 
Soups and stows are 


delicious when cooked In the cooker. 
Baking, however, cannot; be done very 
conveniently and satisfactorily In the 
ordinary homemade flreless cooker. 


Economy of Fuel. 


In somo sections of the 
country 


economy of fuel must be an important 
consideration. The food for the cooker 
may be started on a wood or coal 
range when tho morning meal Is being 
prepared. 
Tho food to bo cooked Is 


first heated to boiling point on the 
stove In the cooking vessel and then 
(hi.s vessel, covered with a light lid, 
Is quickly placed iu the cooker where 
tho cooking continues. The cbokor is 
so constructed that the heat does not 
escape. For long cooking it Is neces- 
sary ).o place In the cooker under the 
cooking vessel a hot radiator A scrnp- 
st.ono Is the best radiator and can bo 
purchased at most hardware stores at 
50 cents. A stove lid, a brick, or disk 
made of concrete, heated and placed iu 
the cooker, may serve as the radiator. 


a small vessel containing the food in 
the; regular cooking vessel and 
sur- 


round it with hot water. 


Soaps tone disks will Increase tho 


usefulness of your cooker. 
They can 


bo heated hotter than the boiling point 
of water and when shut up In the fire- 
less furnish heat which cooks the food. 
If you made your flreless according to 
directions, you can safely use the disks. 
Heat them very hot, but do not let 
them get red hot, for fear of cracking. 
With one below and one on top of tho 
cooking vessel you will be able to roast 
meat or even to bake broad or pud- 
dings. Without the disks your flrelesg 
Is useful only for certain kinds of 
food—cereals, beans, pot roasts, stews, 
etc. •

When Cooking by Flreless. 


, Don't let the food or disk cool bo- 
fore you put them In the tireless. The 
fond will not cook unless there Is 
enough heat shut up with It. Keheat 
the food that requires long cooking, 
If 'It cools before It Is finished.

heat the food before serving, If neces- 
sary. A small quantity of food cools

Make Flreless Cooker. 


A tightly built box. an old trunk, a 


galvanixed-iron 
ash 
can, 
a 
candy 


bucket, a tin lard can, a lard tub, and 
a butter firkin are some of the con- 
tainers Hint have been used successful- 
ly In the construction of lireless cook- 
ers. 


The Inside container or nest which 


holds the vessel of hot food may be 
n bucket: of agate, galvanlKed-iron or 
tin. This nest must: be deep enough to 
hold the radiator and Uie vessel of 
food but not largo enough to leave 
much space, as the air space will cool 
the. food. 
The Inside container must- 


have a tight-tilting cover, and straight 
sides are desirable. 


Tho packing or Insulation must be 


some material which Is a poor con- 
dtictor. of heat. 
The following ma- 


terials'may bo used and they should 
be dry: LInl: cotton, cotton-seed hulls, 
wool, .shredded 
newspaper, 
Spanish 


moss, ground cork, hay, straw, nnd 
excelsior. 


Sheet: asbestos one-eighth inch thick 


and heavy cardboard have proved to 
bo the best lining for the outer con- 
tainer and the wrapping for the nest 
Heavy 
wrapping1 paper 
or several 


sheets of newspaper may be used for 
lining tho outer container, but the nest 
should bii wrapped wit.li asbestos or 
heavy cardboard to prevent the hot 
slone scorching or burning the packing. 


It is well to have the outside con- 


tainer largo enough io permit four 
inches of packing below and around 
the sides of the nest. If a cooker Is 
being made with two nests, six Inches 
of packing should be allowed between 
the nests. Pack into the bottom of the 
lined outer container four Inches of 
the packing. Place the nest or Inside 
container wrapped with asbestos or 
heavy cardboard and hold steady while 
the packing is put around tightly 
and firmly until it reaches the top of 
the nest. 


Make a collar, as shown In Illustra- 


tion, of cardboard, sheet asbestos,, or 
wood to cover the exposed surface of 
the insulating material. • This collar 
should fit tightly. 


Make u_cushlon which when filled 


with the packing will be at least four 
Inches thick and will fill completely 
the space between the top of the nest 
and the lid of the outside container. 
.It should fit against: the top't. ghtly 
enough to cause pressure when the lid 
Is closed. 


The outside of the flreless cooker 


can be made more attractive by stain- 
Ing or painting It. 
The lid may be 


held In place by screen-door hooks aud 
eyes. The cooker may be placed on 
castors so that it can be easily moved.

Poultry nnd eggs have never been 


cheap food for the city dweUer. There 
Is no hope that they can be, during 
the continuance of the war and its 
necessarily attendant high prices, even 
as relatively cheap ns they ordinarily 
have been. 
The only possibility of 


cheap eggs for the city family lies In 
keeping enough hens In the back yard, 
where they can be supported princi- 
pally on kitchen waste, to supply the 
family table. 
Keeping hens In the 


back yard is at once an economic op- 
portunity for city families and an es- 
sential part of the campaign for in- 
creasing poultry production. 


What may be done with fowls in a 


back yard depends upon the size of 
the yard, the character of the soil, the 
conditions of sunlight, shade and ven- 
tilation, and the Mitcrest and skill of 
the poultry keeper. The smallest and 
least favorably situated back yard af- 
fords an opportunity to keep at least 
enough hens to supply eggs for the 
household. 
The number of hens need- 


ed for that purpose Is twice the num- 
bec of persons to be supplied. Hence 
the smallest flock to be considered con- 
sists of four liens. 
Where hens are 


kept only to furnish eggs for the table 
no male bird Is needed. 


Suitable Coop for Small Flock. 


A coop for n flock of four hens 


should have a floor area of about 20 
square feet, or about 5 feet per hen. 
For larger flocks the space allowance 
per bird may be a little less, because, 
the space is used In common and each 
bird has the use of all the coop ex- 
cept what her companions actually oc- 
cupy. For the ordinary flock of 10 to 
]5 hens the space allowance should be 
about four square feet per hen. 


With proper care the back-yard 


poultry keeper can keep hens, for lay- 
Ing only, confining them continuously 
to their' coops, nnd have them Jay well 


to prolong the period of profitable lay-. 
Ing. 
The eggs or hens kept In small 


back yards arc perfectly good for eat-, 
ing, 
but of little value for hatching; 


even when fertile. Good chickens can- 
not be grown under nudi conditions., 
Tho hens will usually lay well for; 
about a year. Then they should be re- 
placed with farm-grown pullets. 


It Is known as a matter of experi- 


ence and observation that town and> 
city people who have to llguro costs• 
of food closely have not been accns- 
tomed to use eggs freely except In the 
season of flush production nnd low 
prices. A great many such families 
can keep a few hens in tho back yard, 
and even with low production get 
many more eggs thnn they havo beea 
accustomed lo use.

Reason for Army Officers Acting as Messengers

cers kept In Washington on duty to act as messengers,

High officials explain It is neces- 


sary to have these officers at hand to 
convey documents from one office to 
the other that cannot be trusted to any 
but men of the most unimpeachable 
character and proved loyalty and de- 
yotlon to duty.

If tin space admits of giving the 


little brck-yard flock more room than 
a coop of the minimum 6l/-e required, 
the condition of tho land will deter- 
mine the form in which the additional 
space should be given. If the soil Is 
well drained and free from such filth 
ns often contaminates tho soil of small 
back yards, a yard for the fowls may 
be fenced In, allowing 20 to 30 equaro 
feet of yard room per bird. The op- 
portunity for exercise on the land nnd 
In the. open air which this, gives the 
hens will benefit them, and nlake Ufe 
for them more Interesting. 


If the soil Is poorly drained and foul, 


the hens will thrive and lay better if 
not allowed on it at all. In that case, 
the best way to give them some bene- 
fit of the extra space available Is to 
build adjoining the coop a shed cover- 
Ing about the fiame amount of ground, 
and having the front Inclosed only 
with wire netting. The foul earth un- 
der this shed should be removed nnd 
the floor filled in a few Inches higher 
than the old surface with fresh earth 
or sand. 


Attention to Cleanliness. 


By proper attention to cleanliness 


this may be kept In sanitary condition 
for a year or more. Whatever advan- 
tage can be given the hens In this way 
will tend to Increase production, and 


Rfeat can be produced from poultry 


more quickly than from any other 
source. 
One of tho necessities im- 


posed upon the United States by its 
entrance Into the world war Is to pro- 
duce more meat than It has ever pro- 
duced before. 
This Is essential not 


only to meet its own greater needs be- 
cause of being on a war basis but also 
to save the countries with which It co- 
operates in the war from 
defeat 


through lack of food. In order to leave 
available for tho forces overseas as 
large a proportion as possible of the 
output of cured and compact meats It 
Is desirable that (.here be a decided 
Increase In both the home production 
and the homo consumption of white 
mo»jts such as poultry. To that end it 
is imperative that Uie productive stock 
on general farms and In tho back 
yards of the nation be rather largely 
increased during the current year. 
That Is the national situation with re- 
gard to poultry needs as described in 
n recent publication from the ofllco of 
the secretary of agriculture, "The Ag- 
ricultural Situation for 1918, Part XI, 
Poultry." 


Ducks for Meat and Eggs. 


On general farms ducks can be 


raised with success and at a proflt. 
As a source of income, however, they 
do not appear to bo as well adapted 
for the average farm ns chickens, but 
under certain conditions they are good 
money-makers. The demand for ducks' 
eggs is more limited thnn for hens' 
eggs, and though ducks for table use- 
usually bring a good price, their mar- 
ket Is also more limited and la mostly 
confined to large cities. For this rea- 
son It Is advisable to study the market 
conditions before making any large In- 
vestment Jn ducks. 


Intensive duck farming on n 


scale has been more successful than 
Intensive 
chicken 
raising. 
Pekln 


ducks, which are kept extensively by 
commercial growers, are less subject^ 
to disease than chickens, and artificial 
methods of hatching and rearing have 
been used very successfully with them. 
Farmers as a rule have rarely given 
the necessary care to the feeding and 
marketing of their ducklings to se- 
cure any large share of the trade in 
fancy green ducks. It Is this trade 
which attracts the commercial, duck 
raiser. A green duck Is a duckling 
which is grown rapidly nnd marketed 
when from eight to twelve weeks old, 
weighing at that time from 4% to 6 
pounds. They are usually sold in the 
spring nnd eulnmer and bring high 
prices. Farmers who grow ducks gen- 
erally market them in the fall

Is no hope tlmt they can be, during 
Iho conllnunnco of the war und Its 
necessarily attendant high prices, oveii 
us relatively cheap ns thoy ordinarily 
huvo been, 
Tho only possibility of 


cheap eggs for the city family lies In 
keeping enough hens In (ho buck ynrd, 
whore (hey can bo supported princi- 
pally on kllcheu waste, to supply tho 
family table. 
Keeping liens In tho 


buck yard Is at otira un economic op- 
porlunlly for city families and an us- 
Rfiiillal part of the campaign for In- 
creasing poultry production. 


What niuy be dono wllh fowls In n 


back yard depends upon tho size of 
the yard, the character of tho noil, tho 
conditions of sunlight, shade and ven- 
tilation, nnd thi) hilorcHt and skill of 
Iho poultry keeper, The smallest and 
least favorably situated buck yard af- 
fords nu opportunity (o keep at Icnst 
enough hens to supply oggs for the 
household. The nnml)«r of hens need- 
ed for Unit purpose Is twice tho num- 
ber; of persons to be supplied. Hence 
the smallest flock to be considered con- 
sists of four lions. Where hens nro 
kept only to furnish eggs for tlio table 
no mule bird Is needed, 


Suitable Coop for Small Flock. 


A coop for n flock of four hens 


should have a floor uroa of nbout 20 
square feet, or about 5 feet per hen. 
For larger flocks the spuco allowance 
p«r bird may be a little less, because* 
Iho space Is used In common nnd cncl 
bird bus tho use of nil Iho coop ex 
ccpt what, her companions actually oc 
cupy. For the ordinary flock of 10 t 
35 hens Ihe space allowance should be 
about four nquuro fout per hen.

On general farms ducks can be 


raised with success nnd at a profit 
As a soiirco of Income, however, they 
do not nppcnr to bo as well adapted 
for the uvcrugo fiu-m ns chickens, but 
under ccrlaln conditions they are good 
money-milkor». The demand for ducks' 
oggs Is moro limited thnn for hens' 
eggs, and though ducks for table uso 
usually bring a good prlco, their mar- 
ket Is also moro limited and Is mostly 
confined (o largo cities. For this rea- 
son It Is advisable to study the market 
conditions before making any large In- 
vestment In ducks.

Mr. Kellogg recently fell victim to 


the wanderlust, but having lived In thu 
woods the greater part of his life, he 
was reluctant to leave such surround' 
Ings. He finally solved the problem, 
however, by deciding to take tlie 
woods—or part of them—with him. 


He hollowed out a 22-foot section 


of a huge redwood tree, mounted it on 
a. motortruck chassis and began hi* 


tour of tlie country, living Inside the tree-trunk as comfortably as any com- 
muter In bis bungalow. 
The exterior of this tree-trunk borne Is finished in mission style. Its door* 


and windows arc works of art. 
The interior Is divided into several cozy 


rooms and the walls lire coated with wax, the effect of which is strikingly 
beautiful. Tills home on wheels is equipped with electric lights and an open, 
fireplace Cor cool nights. A thickness of 4 inches of the tree-trunk forms th« 
wall of the house. 
The biggest problem Mr. Kellogg has to overcome in converting this tree- 


trunk into a homo was how to hollow it. Some Idea of his difficulty may b* 
had when It Is known that oven an acetylene torch, such as is used to cut 
through steel, failed to make satisfactory headway. Mr. Kellogg finally devised 
a motor driven chisel. Hu finished the job himself with uu ax.

ep comfort in most any kitchen. Used 
in conjunction with a kerosene stove. 
it means not only economy in fuel but 
it makes the kitchen a more luibit- 
able place when the warm days cornc. 


Fireless cookers are now being made 


and used in hundreds/of homes in 
town and,country. What is more pleas- 
ing to the housekeeper than to put 
her dinner in the flrcless cooker before 
she goes to town or market and to find 
it ready for serving when she return's? 


Advantages of Cooker. 


The .tireless cooker offers several 


advantages. Tlie first is economy of 
time, as the housekeeper may leave 
tho food cooking without worrying 
about the result while she is engaged 
in other household duties or wl'ule she 
is away from homo. Some foods are 
Improved by long cooking at relatively 
low temperature. The texture and 
flavor of tougher cuts of meats, old, 
ree, Somewhere, tfiugh fowl nnd j,am are improved by 


slow cooking. Cereals and dried le- 
gumes and dried fruits are more pala- 
table and wholesome when cooked for 


a small vessel containing the food in 
the regular cooking vessel and sur- 
round it with hot water. 


Soapstone disks will increase the 


usefulness of your cooker. They can 
be heater! hotter than the boiling point 
of water and when shut up in the fire- 
less furnish heat which cooks the food. 
If you made your fireless according to 
directions, you can safely use the disks. 
Heat them very hot, but do not let 
them got red hot, for fear of cracking. 
With one below and one on top of the 
cooking vessel you will be able to roast 
meat or even to bake bread or pud- 
dings. Without the disks your fireless 
Is useful only for certain kinds of 
food—cereals, beans, pot roasts, stews,

Economy of Fuel. 


In some sections of the country 


economy of fuel must be an important 
consideration. The food for the cooker 
mny be started on a wood or coal 
range when tlie morning meal is being 
prepared. The food to be cooked is 
first heated to boiling point on the 
stove in the cooking vessel and then 
this vessel, -covered with a tig'.it lid, 
is quickly placed, in the cooker where 
the cooking continues. The cboker is 
so constructed that the heat does not 
escape. For long cooking it is neces- 
sary to place in the cooker under the 
cooking vessel a hot radiator A soap- 
st.one is the best radiator and can be 
purchased at most liarchyare stores at 
50 cents. A stove lid, a brick, or disk 
made of concrete, heated and placed in 
the cooker, may serve as the radiator. 


when Cooking by Fireless. 


, Donlt let the food or disk cool be- 
fore you put them In the fireless. The 
food will not cook unless there is 
enough heat shut up with it. Reheat 
the food that requires, long cooking, 
If -it cools before it is finished-. Re- 
heat the food before serving, if neces- 
sary. A small quantity of food cools 
quickly, so either use the disks or put 


Make Fireless Cooker. 


A tightly built box, an old trunk, a 


galvanized-iron 
ash can, a 
candy 


bucket, a tin 'lard can, a lard tub, and 
a butter firkin are some of the con- 
tainers that have been used successful- 
ly in the construction of fireless cook- 
ers. 


The inside container or nest which 


holds the vessel of hot food may be 
a bucket of agate, galvanized-iron or 
tin. 
This nest must be deep enough to 


hold the radiator and the vessel of 
food but not large enough to leave 
much space, as the air space will cool 
the food. The Inside container must 
have a tight-fitting cover, and straight 
sides are desirable. 


The packing or insulation must be 


.some material -which Is a poor con- 
ductor of heat. 
The following ma- 


terials may be used, and they should 
be dry: Lint cotton, cotton-seed hulls, 
wool, shredded ne-vyspaper, 
Spanish 


moss, ground cork, hay, straw, and 
excelsior. 


Sheet asbestos one-eighth inch thick 


nnd heavy cardboard have proved to 
be the best lining for the outer con- 
tainer and the wrapping for the nest- 
Heavy wrapping paper or several 
sheets of newspaper may be used for 
lining the outer container, but the nest 
should be wrapped with asbestos or 
heavy cardboard to prevent the hot 
stone scoi'Cbing or burning the packing. 


It is well to have tlie outside con- 


tainer large enough ±o permit four 
inches of packing below nnd around 
the sides of the nest. If a cooker is 
being made with two nests, six inches 
of packing should be allowed between 
the nests. Pack Into the bottom of the 
lined outer container four inches of 
the packing. Place the nest or inside 
container wrapped with asbestos or 
heavy cardboard and hold steady while 
the packing is put "around tightly 
and firmly until it reaches, the top of 
the nest. 


Make a collar, as shown in illustra- 


tion, of cardboard, sheet asbestos, or 
wood to cover the exposed surface of 
the insulating material. . This collar 
should fit tightly. 


Make a_.cushlon which when filled 


with the packing will be at least four 
Inches thick and will fill comrletely 
the space between .the top of the nest 
and the lid of the outside container. 
It. should fit against the top 'tightly 
enough to cause pressure when the lid 
is closed.

The outside of the fireless cooker 


can be made more attractive by stain- 
Ing or painting it. The lid may be 
held in place by screen-door hooks and 
eyes. The cooker may be placed on 
casters so that it can be easily moved.

cheap food for the city dweller. There 
Is no hope that they can be, during 
the continuance of the war and Its 
necessarily attendant high prices, even 
as relatively cheap OS they ordinarily 
have been. 
The only possibility of 


cheap eggs for tlie city family lies In 
keeping enough hens In the back yard, 
where they can be supported princi- 
pally on kitchen waste, to supply the 
family table. 
Keeping hens in the 


back yard Is at once an economic op- 
portunity for city families and an es- 
sential part of the campaign for In- 
creasing poultry production. 


What may be done with fowls In a 


back yard depends upon the size of 
the yard, the character of the soil, the 
conditions of sunlight, shade nnd ven- 
tilation, and the interest nnd skill of 
the poultry keeper. The smallest nnd 
least favorably situated back yard af- 
fords an opportunity to keep at least 
enough hens to supply eggs for the 
household. The number of lions need- 
ed for that purpose Is twice the num- 
ber; of persons to be supplied. Hence 
the smallest flock to be considered con- 
sists of four hens. 
Where hens arc 


kept only to furnish eggs for the table 
no male bird Is needed. 


Suitable Coop for Small Flock. 


A coop for a flock of four hens 


should have a floor area of about 20 
square feet, or about 5 feet per hen. 
For larger flocks the space allowance 


to prolong the period of profitable lay-, 
Ing. 
The eggs or hens kept In small 


back yards are perfectly good for cut- 
ing, 
but of Httlo value for hutching: 


oven when fertile. Good chickens citn-. 
not be grown under micli conditions., 
Tho liens will usually lay well for:

With proper care the back-yard 


poultry keeper can keep hens, for lay 
ing only, confining them continuously 
to their'coops, and have them lay wel 
nearly as long as they would be profit- 
able layers under natural conditions 
While hens like freedom, good feed 
and care reconcile them to confine- 
ment, and mature, rugged birds often 
lay moire eggs in close confinement 
than when at liberty. 


If thb space admits of giving the 


little back-yard flock more room than 
a coop of the minimum slue required, 
the condition of the land will deter- 
mine the form in which the additional 
space should be given. If the soil Is 
well drained and free from such filth 
as often contaminates the soil of small 
back yards, a yard for the fowls may 
be fenced in, allowing 20 to 30 square 
feet of yard room per bird. The op- 
portunity for exercise on the land and 
In the. open air which tills, gives tho 
hens will benefit them, and rriake Ufe 
for them more Interesting. 


If the soil is poorly drained and foul, 


the hens will thrive and lay better If 
Jot allowed on It at all. In that case, 
the best way to give them some bene- 
fit of the extra space available Is to 
build adjoining the coop a shed cover- 
Ing about the same amount of ground, 
and having the front Inclosed only 
with wire netting. The foul earth un- 
der this shed should be removed and 
the floor filled In a few Inches higher 
than the old surface with fresh earth 
or sand, i 


Attention to Cleanliness. 


By proper attention to cleanliness

The demand for duckn' 
eggs Is more limited thnn for hens' 
eggs, and though ducks for tubta «s» 
usually bring a good price, their mar- 
ket Is also more limited nnd Is mostly 
confined to largo cities. For thin rea- 
son It Is advisable to study tlie market 
conditions before making nny large In- 
vestment In ducks. 


Intensive duck farming on a Ji\rg» 


scale has been more eucccssful thnn

ducks, which are kept extensively by 
commercial growers, are less nubject^ 
;o disease than chickens, and Artificial 
methods of hatching ond rearing hav<» 
icen used very successfully with them. 
Tanners as a rule have rarely given 
the necessary care to the feeding nnd 
marketing: of their ducklings to no- 
cure any large chare of tho trade In 
'ancy green ducks.
